I thought perhaps some of tho 
readers of The Herald might be in- 
terested in a letter from Iowa. Ce- 
dar Rapids is 210 miles west of 
Chicago on the main line of tho 
Chicago and North Western Rail- 
road, other railroads that lead Into 
the city are the Rock Island, Illi- 
nois central and the C. M. & St. P. 
The town has a population ol 45,- 
000 and is a very beautiful town 
especially in the (residential sec- 
tion, some of the most beautiful 
avenues and paved streets of the 
country are in Cedar Rapids. 

There are several wholesale 
houses here. Three wholesale Gro- 
cery houses and three wholesale 
Fruit houses, a wholesale dry goods 
house besides some other smaller 
houses, a meat packing plant own- 
ed by I. M. Sinclair & Co., which 
does an Immense business in the 
west. The home of Quaker Oats 
their largest mill and the 
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Many farmers In Ohio County 
have spoken of seeing great num- 
bers of the cicada, or sevonteen- 
year locusts on their farms and per- 
haps the following article by Prof. 
A. R. .Mlddleton, professor of Hot- 
any at the Fnlverslty of Houlsvlllo, 
will be of interest to our readers: 

"Kggs are deposited by the adult 
near the bottom of the tree trunks,' 
he snld. "These eggn develop Into 
small grubs within a few days, and 
the grub works Its way Into the 
ground. It bores out a large cham 
her, for It will grow ultimately. 
Tim grub lives on the tondVr roots 
of the tree In the summer and be- 
comes dormant for the greater part 
of the winter. 

"It moults rhout three times 
during Its seventeen-year stay In 
the earth. When It reaches mnturl 
ty It works Its way to the surface, 
climbs the trunk of a tree and pro- 
. e, ,1s to cast Its shell. It emerges 
usually at night, and after hovering 
on a hrrfhch for a time to allow Its 
wings to dry Is ready for Might. 

"The life. of the cicada Is short; 
It seldom lives for more than six 
weeks. After reaching the winged 
state the Insect feeds on foliage, of- 
ten causing great destruction. In 
the South the Insect takes from 
thirteen to seventeen years to de- 
velop, and In the North It reaches 
the (light stage In from eight to sev- 
enteen years. 

"The female Is dumb, but the 
male makes a singing noise by 
means of a set of muscles beneath 
Its wings." 

No apparent damage has yet been 
done to the foliage by the pest.
